lawyer must feel that they arc fortunate 
iu having such examples before them.— 
Judge Gallagher may have bad his faults, 
but the speaker could notmiuic them. He 
was us clear uf fault ta il falls to the lot 
uf mortHl mmi to be. During bis Inter- 
course with Judge Gallagher he bad never 
heard him utter an unkind word or criti- 
cism upon n brother lawyer. The speaker 
knew Judge Gallagher when lie wui HI 
poor as any man could he—when he bad 
mortgaged bin last hook lo pay a debt. but 
he WUH just as hopeful as ever. He wai 
free from the frivolities: of life, from nil 
the trashy philosophies of Ihe times.

The 
Keniiuler-i live in an attic at No. H"j 
Park street, the lieriimnia Corporation 
Hluclf. in comparative poverty, 
the 


father 
having been out of work since 


February, when lie deserted his family 
to go to" lienvcr, ('i)l., after appropria- 
ting thu 
tiiunly savings of PKM from 


the Siivinus Hank nt Holyoke and 
Noithaiiipiiiii, end returning only re- 
cently, 
His wife supported herself and 


children \i\ working in the mills at odd 
job-. 
>lorei>vcr, Ketumler was ordered 


to vacate his tenement on the ground of 
not working in the mill, which probably 
ripi-ned hi.s determination, 
While he 


sent hi- wife up the street about 2 p. in. 
to buy a hat for Amy, he called the 
i-hil'lren iip-stairs from 
the street on 


proini-fx or candy, and locked the doors. 
Ho tir>t itusigneil to poison them, for 
which purpose lie had got enough 
cyanide tit' potassium to kill halt's 
dozen families, 
He tried feeding it to 


them in gruel, but was only able to get 
a few spoonfuls down Annie s throat, on 
nueount of the taste, and. it being an 
overdose, tho victim threw it up. 
See- 


ing this wouldn't work well, he took 
Luttuillcr into the front bedroom, shut 
tin 
1 door, and, drawing a 32-co.libro 


Smith iV. Wesson tiro-shooter, shot her 
through the head, just back of the ears. 
Leaving her weltering in her gore, ho 
took Annie to the bedroom, shot her in 
like manner, and left her on the floor 
covered with blood and vomit. 
Ketn- 


uili-r then laid Amy on the bed in the 
rear bedroom, and shot her also through 
the head, behind the ears, burning the 
pillow. The work in each case was 
done clean, the revolver being placed 
against the head, as large powder-burns 
on each face clearly showed, and the 
bullets, going straight through both 
parietal bones of each child's skull. Tlu 
murderer then, locking the doors, wont 
to a neighboring saloon, where he gave 
the barkeeper the tenement key, and 
said he had killed his children.

then strolled 
up town, remarking that 


he had taken his last glass of beer. 
When arrested, in an up-town saloon, ho 
gave up the revolver, and coolly ac- 
knowledged the crime, 
He said he 


didn't want his children to grow up and 
run the risk of becoming prostitutes, 
He could not support his family, and 
could not M-e them in want, and thought 
the Ki>w| way was to kill ilium, when 
they would go to Heaven and be happy 
forever,
